Act No, 63 


A pre-audit of all claims, whether contractual or other- 


wise, by the state comptroller was made mandatory undei 
Act No. 63, which also gave the governor power to disapprove 
the salary of any state employe whose salary is not definitely 
fixed by statute. 


Every state department, institution'-";.—— 


or agency was required to furnish in 
duplicate to the governor the name 
of each employe togethed with the 
amount of his salary, and the au- 
thority—statutory or constitutional— 
for his employment. The governor 
was director to transmit one copy to 
the state or and the other to the state 
comptroller. The state auditor and 
comptroller were directed not to ap- 
prove any claim where there is no 
money in the state treasury to pay it. 


Every department 01' 
Institution 


lead was required to file with the 
comptroller certified copies of all con- 
tracts or resolutions authorizing ex- 
penditures of state monies. 


All claims (except for salaries) must 


JE approved by the state comptroller 
before, the auditor can issue his war- 
ants for them. The auditor also is 
nstructed to retain all vouchers for 
laims for a period of five days. 
One effect of the new law—although 


lot stated therein—will be to give 
he public as least weekly a publish- 
d statement of the condition of the 
tate finances.

Evangelist's Demand

Bank Robber Loses Insan- 


ity Defense in Trial at 


Minden, La. 


MINDEN, La.-(/P)—W. P. Deckert 


of Fouke, Ark., charged with com- 
plicity in the robbery of the Bank of 
Springhill near here last 
summer, 


Monday was declared sane by District 
Judge J. F. Mclnnis, following a san- 
ity hearing at which Arkansas physi- 
cians and friends of Deckert testified 
to a mental-affliction of the prisoner's 
mother.

That They Be Closed 


LITTLE ROCK>-Mayor Knowlton 


announced, Saturday that he had re- 
fused to comply with a demand by 
religious leaders that he take action 
to stop Sunday motion picture shows. 


The demand for closing of the pic- 


ture houses was made by the Rev. 
M. F. Ham, evangelist, and followed 
Mayor Knowlton's compliance, with a 
demand that the showing of "Ingngi" 
at the Arkansas theater be stopped. 
The Rev. Arden P. Blaylock, pastor of 
the First Baptist church, supported the 
evangelist in his demands. 


"As far as this administration is 


concerned, the Sunday picture show 
question is a closed issue," the may- 
or told the spokesmen for the group, 
who made the demand over the tele- 
phone. The mayor was informed that 
the Rev. Mr. Blaylock was the prin- 
cipal opponent of Sunday shows. 


"My refusal to lake action against 


the Sunday shows is brtsed upon the 
belief that most of the people do not 
object, and to go against the wishes 
of the majority of our citizens would 
be carrying things a bit too far," the 
mayor said. "I am satisfied that, if 
the Sunday shows should be closed, 
the people would immediately call for 
an election and overwhelmingly de- 
feat the movement to close them. 
Frankly, I do not think the reaction 
toward those bringing a.bout the clos- 
ing of the shows would be favorable/'

Bank Robber Loses Insan- 


ity Defense in Trial at 


Minden, La. 


MINDEN, La.-(/P)—W. P. Deckert 


of Fouke, Ark., charged with com- 
plicity in the robbery of the Bank of 
Springhill near here last 
summer, 


Monday was declared sane by District 
Judge J. F. Mclnnis, following a san- 
ity hearing at which Arkansas physi- 
cians and friends of Deckert testified 
to a mental-affliction of the prisoner's 
mother.

Kidnaper Is Shot 


Couple Seized, Husband 


Wounded, Taking A- 


way ElDprado^ Girl . 


RISON, Ark.—Jesse Gibson, aged 


I about 50, who with Mrs. Gibson is 
alleged to have kidnaped Ruthie May 
Smith, the ll.year-old daughter of 
Mrs. A. G. Harris of El Dorado a week 
ago/ was captured after being shot and 
seriously wounded by officers near 
Warren Sunday night.. 


Mrs. Gibson was arrested and the 


child was rescued by the officers. The 
woman was placed in jail at Rison, 
while the girl was taken to the home 
of Sheriff Morrison. The girl told the 
sheriff she had not been mistreated. 


Gibson who was rowing down the 


river in a small boat, was fired upon 
byHhe posse when he refused to sur- 
render, although he did not put up a 
fight. About 15 shots were fired at 
him.

sicians said. He was taken to Dr.

The Gibsons, with the little girl,
